speed, by jar the greatest factor in 
crashes which kill and injure peo­ 
ple. 


“We’ve been spending too mu Ii 
time with eflect and not going to 
the cause in attacking the problem 
ut reducing highway slaughter, 
he 
said 
“Instead of trying to urge 
people to hold down their speeds 
we should go to the cause and let 
the effect alone “ 


And what would .Mr 
Gramlich 
do to curb the speed of automa 
biles? 
Ile J go rtght to the maim 
fadurent themselves 


He said that right now there is 
conflict between the manufacturers 
who are putting more speed into 
motor vehicles and the people 
.ho 
are trying to reduce slaughter 


The right approach would be tor 
the governments and others inter 
ested in highway safety to see that 
automobiles cannot go any 
faster 
than specified speeds, he said And 
a- an illustration, the state of Illi­ 
nois could pass legislation cequir 
mg manufacturers to put governors 
on all car.-, coming into the - ta t e 
which would hold the speed down, 
say, to 65 miles per hour 


"You’ve got to have the light 
approach." he said. 
“ As long as 
the manufacturers arc giving the 
people more and more speed and 
power, the drivers are going to use 
it." 


Ilert's second solution is really 
drastic and I told him that it vv.ts, 
thut I didn't believe that it would 
ever work 
He agreed as to its 
severity. 
He suggests that the 24 hour day 
be divided between passenger curs 
and trucks on the highways 
For 
example, passenger cars could use 
them from 7 a. rn to 7 p. in and 
trucks from 7 p. rn. to 7 a rn. 
“Passenger car drivers cannot 
see around the big trucks." he said 
"and if you had all of each class

Laying It On the Line

In his years in office President 
Eisenhow er has m ade clear to all 
the world his abhorrence

The concept of a just peace is not 
new in A m erica. 
But conscious 
ness of it was greatly 
freshened 
when in 1945 the late Senator Yan 
denberg 
rem inded 
the 
harassed 
U. N. founders at San Francisco 
that they w ere overlooking it. 
Mr. 
E isenhow er 
perhaps fears 
that once again it is being ov er­ 
looked in irryx)riant c ap ital' 
So 
he 
has 
spoken

forcefully 
against any policy that would sell 
m en's freedom “ for the pottage of 
a false peace.' 
Tins s u m m e r’s Geneva confer 
once disclosed a new mood of con 
ciliation—on 
the 
surface—among 
the leaders in R ussia’s Kremlin. I 
their terrible 
anxiety 
over w ar 
som e 
of 
our 
European friends 
were prepared to take almost anv 
thing the C om m unists might puck 
age under the label “ p eace.’’ 


T here app eared a disposition, es 
p eeially, 
to accept 
a settlem ent 
which would have the effect of ap 
proving the status quo in Europe 
That would m ean indirectly san c­ 
tioning 
the 
R ussian conquest 
of 
the peoples (if Poland, Czechoslo 
vakia, H ungary. R um ania and Bul 
garia. 
The United States is not going 
to w ar to liberate these peoples 
who still wish passionately to be 
free. 
But neither will we endorse 
their slavery. 
Said the President 
at Philadelphia: 
“ The domination of captive coun­ 
tries cannot longer be justified by 
any claim that this is needed for 
purposes of security.” 
Tho simple tenets of justice de 
rn and
